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Woman gets probated sentence on meth charges 


Arrested again two days later on DU I, other charges

A woman being sentenced 
in Casey County Circuit Court 
on April 22 walked out with a 
probated sentence after plead¬ 
ing guilty to an amended dmg 
charge. But her freedom would 
be short-lived. 

Appearing before Casey Cir¬ 


cuit Court Judge Judy Vance, 
Samantha L. Robbins, 24, of 
1487 Shugars Hill Road, Lib¬ 
erty, was sentenced to 10 years 
in prison, probated for five years, 
on a charge of manufacturing 
methamphetamine, amended to 
complicity to manufacture meth. 
Robbins was also charged with 
first offense, first-degree posses¬ 
sion of a controlled substance, 


meth. 

In separate but unrelated 
cases the same day, Vance also 
sentenced Ronald D. DeHart, 
and his wife, Sarah Renee, to 
10 years in prison, probated for 
five years, also on manufacturing 
meth charges, amended to com¬ 
plicity to manufacture meth. 

The trio were sentenced based 
on recommendations from Casey 


County Commonwealth’s Attor¬ 
ney Gail Williams. 

As part of that plea agreement 
from Williams, Robbins and the 
DeHarts agreed not to commit 
any more crime and to enroll and 
complete a dmg court program.

SCC announces 
contribution to 
new downtown 
college in Liberty

The new college planned for downtown Liberty 
received a major boost last week when an official 
from Somerset Community College pledged furni¬ 
ture for the classrooms and offices. 

Larry Abbott, Chief Operations Officer at SCC, 
made the announcement at an April 24 meeting of 
government, civic, community, and area college of¬ 
ficials at Liberty City Hall. 

“Dr. Marshall authorized us to go ahead and pur¬ 
chase, when the appropriate time comes, the class¬ 
room furniture and the office and lounge furniture. 
We feel like the commitment to the offices and the 
classroom new furnishings would be approximate¬ 
ly $100,000,” he said. Dr. Jo Marshall is president 
of SCC. 

This impromptu group meets monthly to plan 
and discuss any new developments concerning the 
Casey County Community and Education Center, 
which is projected to be built on Pettyjohn Street at 
a cost of $3.6 million. 

Jim Brown, Community Development Special¬ 
ist with the Lake Cumberland Area Development 
District in Russell Springs, said that there’s still no 
news on a $500,000 Appalachian Regional Com¬ 
mission grant that officials expected to have news 
of in mid-March. 

However, Brown said that he’s not overly con¬ 
cerned that Casey County Fiscal Court Judge/Ex¬ 
ecutive Ronald Wright hasn’t heard anything about 
the grant. 

“With our discussions with the staff in Frankfort, 
the people in Washington should make a decision 
by mid-May at the latest, with the money in place 
by the end of May. It’s 95 percent certain,” Brown 
said. 

With the ARC grant, the college will have $1.7 
million in hand with plans to raise or borrow the 
remaining $1.9 million. 

Part of the $1.7 million is a $500,000 Commu¬ 
nity Development Block Grant that the county 
recently received. Within four months of the date 
of signing for this grant, construction has to begin

More than 40 pounds of drugs turned in on RX Take Back Day

Casey County lost over 40 
pounds this weekend. 

This past Saturday, approx¬ 
imately 42 pounds of drugs 
were turned in during “RX 
Take Back Day.” 

“We’re considering it a tre¬ 
mendous success,” Liberty 
Police Chief Steven Garrett 
said. 

The event, a collaborative 
effort between law enforce¬ 
ment and local entities, al¬ 
lows the community to rid 
their homes of outdated or 
unused medicines. 

Garrett said even with rainy 
weather, “a steady stream of 
people” visited Courthouse 
Square to participate in the 
county’s sixth “Take Back 
Day.” 


The bulk of discarded 
medicine was “pills,” Garrett 
said and all items collected 
are being properly disposed 
of by the Dmg Enforcement 
Agency (DEA). 

Garrett said “RX Take 
Back Day” is a safe alterna¬ 
tive to throwing unwanted 
medicine in the trash or flush¬ 
ing it down toilets. 

“This way we keep this 
stuff off the street, out of our 
water system and away from 
kids,” he said. 

Non-medical use of pre¬ 
scription dmgs is the pres¬ 
ently the second-most com¬ 
mon form of dmg abuse in 
the United States. 

Most abused prescription 
dmgs - especially among 
teens - come from family and 
friends. 

Addicts are known to rifle

through garbage or rob homes 
where dmgs may be found. 

Adanta’s Regional Preven¬ 
tion Center and Casey County 
Agency for Substance Abuse 
Policy (ASAP) recently co¬ 
operated to purchase a per¬ 


manent “RX Drop Box” 
which is located at the Liberty 
Police Department. 

Unused medications (but 
not liquids), can be placed 
anonymously in the box - 
which will be under surveil¬ 


lance for security reasons. 
The drop box will be emptied 
daily.

The FDA tracks deaths 
that may have possi¬ 
bly been related to these 
drinks and they are numer¬ 
ous, as many as 25 deaths 
and 150 illnesses in recent 
years.

Just about every store 
that sells foods or snacks 
has a cardboard box full of 
small bottles of energy po¬ 
tions on the counter, with 
these drinks promising to 
get a person through the 
mid-afternoon doldrums 


with a shot of energy. 

Used to be an adult 
would just get another cup 
of coffee or tea to have a 
little pick-me-up in mid¬ 
afternoon. Now they can 
have an energy drink while 
chewing energy gum. 

I like my cup of coffee 
in the morning and occa¬ 
sionally have another dur¬ 
ing the day. But for us old 
folks, it’s hard to drink hi- 
test coffee after 4 p.m. and 
get to sleep at night. 

But adding caffeine and 
other stimulants to just 
regular foods seems like a 
bad idea to me. 

I don’t want to have to 
start looking at labels won¬ 
dering if food manufactur¬ 
ers are adding caffeine to 
jolt us back awake. 

I’ve even seen ads for 
hyped up water and pop¬ 
corn, just what you need 
when watching a movie.

What worries health of¬ 
ficials is the cumulative ef¬ 
fect that consuming added 
caffeine all day long can 
have on the body, includ¬ 
ing restlessness and poor 
sleep. 

Heaven only knows 
what with texting driv¬ 
ers, drivers who eat, ap¬ 
ply makeup, and talk on 
the phone in their cars, we 
certainly don’t need them 
falling asleep at the wheel 
because they slept poorly 
the night before. 

A little caffeine isn’t go¬ 
ing to hurt anyone, but the 
message is that too much 
of most anything may not 
be good for the body. 

And that goes for fried 
chicken, cornbread, and 
collard greens, some of the 
best foods on the planet. 

I just hope they don’t 
start adding anything to 
these. If it ain’t broke, 
don’t fix it, I always say.

■ Continued from front 
on or about Aug. 12, accord¬ 
ing to the terms of the grant 
agreement. 

“There could be extenuat¬ 
ing circumstances for that 
date to extend,” Brown said. 

Wright reminded the group 
that the $500,000 CDBG grant 
is contingent upon the county 
getting the ARC grant. 

However, Brown said the 
CDBG probably wouldn’t 
have happened had officials 
in Frankfort not been confi¬ 
dent the ARC grant would 
come through. 

As for 3ie remamder of 
the $1.9 million to complete 
the project, leaders hope in¬ 
dividual donors will step up 
with major donations. If not, 
other measures will be taken. 
Mayor Steve Sweeney said. 

“The city and county has 
agreed that we’ll pretty much 
borrow the money. But I think 
contributions will come when 
they see something going on, 
I believe we’ll have some 
substantial contributions, said

just two days later when she 
drove a car after having con¬ 
sumed an alcoholic beverage, 
smoked marijuana, and taken 
a “nerve” pill, according to a 
police report. 

Sgt. Randy Dial arrested 
Robbms on Apnl 24 at about 
10 p.m. on West Ky. 70, 
charging her with DUI, care¬ 
less driving, and operating a 
motor vehicle on a suspended/ 
revoked operator’s license. 

These latest charges are 
added to a list of previous ar¬ 
rests and charges: 

■ Cited on March 11,2012 
on a possession of marijuana 
charge in Lincoln County 
which was dismissed, said 
Deputy Clerk Jerree Gilbert 
in file Lincoln County Circuit 
Clerk’s Office. 

■ Arrested on Sept. 10, 
2012 on the meth charges. 

■ Arrested on a third- 
degree criminal trespassing 
charge on March 26, 2013 in 
Lincoln County. 

Two days later, Robbins 
pleaded guilty to the charge 
in Lincoln District Court and 
was assessed a $283 fine. 

■ Failed to appear for a 
court-ordered dmg test on 
Apnl 9,2013. 

■ A bench warrant was is¬ 
sued for Robbins in Lincoln 
County on Apnl 25, 2013 for 
failing to pay a $283 fine from 
a July 27, 2012 case where 
she was charged with posses¬ 
sion of manjuana. 

On Jan. 16, Robbms wrote 
a letter to Vance asking to 
be released from the Casey 


Sweeney, adding he’s already 
been contacted by a local 
business about a pledge he 
called “substantial.”

A response filed to a Mo¬ 
tion for Discretionary Re¬ 
view before the Kentucky 
Supreme Court sets the 
stage for the Court to either 
take up the matter or dis¬ 
miss it once-for-all. 

Mike Harris, the Colum¬ 
bia attorney representing 
Casey County Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney Gail Wil¬ 
liams in a case that seeks 
to have Williams removed 
from the Nov. 6 General 
Election ballot, filed the re¬ 
sponse on April 22. 

“We’re waiting for the 
Supreme Court to rule and 
we’re confident they’ll 
deny the motion,” Harris 
said. 

In addition, the response 
seeks to recover expenses 
that Williams incurred in 
this case. 

Harris declined to name 
an amount but said that the 
Supreme Court will prob¬ 
ably ask for additional in¬ 
formation if sanctions are 
imposed. 

Casey County resident 
Ronney Hatter, represented 
by Danville attorney Rich¬ 
ard Clay, filed the original 


lawsuit stating Williams 
didn’t meet the residency 
requirements when he filed 
to run for the Common¬ 
wealth’s Attorney office. 

Williams, nominated on 
Aug. 20, 2012 by the Re¬ 
publican Party for Casey 
and Adair counties, be¬ 
came the sole candidate to 
run for the seat after then 
Commonwealth’s Attorney 
Brian Wright withdrew 
from the ballot to run for 
Circuit Court Judge. 

Williams’ qualifications 
as a candidate came into 
question when Hatter filed 
suit in Adair Circuit Court 
on Oct. 12 asking that Wil¬ 
liams be removed from the 
ballot based on his claim 
that Williams wasn’t a resi¬ 
dent of Adair County when 
he filed to run for the seat 
on Aug. 21. 

Kentucky law states 
that a candidate for com¬ 
monwealth’s attorney must 
have lived in the state for 
two years and in the county 
for a year preceding the 
election. 

Senior Judge Marc Rosen 
ruled on Nov. 16 in Adair 
Circuit Court that Williams 
met the residency require¬ 
ments to run for office. 


Hatter then filed an appeal 
asking that the Kentucky 
Court of Appeals rule on 
the case. 

The Court of Appeals 
upheld Rosen’s decision on 
March 5, stating that Wil¬ 
liams was a bona fide (gen¬ 
uine, in good faith) resident 
of Adair County when he 
ran in the election. 

Williams'response 

Harris presented the 
same argument that was 
used in response each time 
the lawsuit and subsequent 
appeals have been filed in 
the courts. 

Williams moved to Adair 
County in 1999. Williams 
has a driver’s license from 
the Adair County Circuit 
Clerk’s Office, he and his 
wife have personal and 
business checking ac¬ 
counts in a Columbia bank, 
two safety deposit boxes 
at the same bank, their ve¬ 
hicles and travel trailer are 
registered in Adair County, 
and he’s registered to vote 
in that county. 

In addition, he listed as 
his residence address the 
former Dreamland Motel 
property located at 510 
Burkesville St., Columbia. 


Hatter presented the ar¬ 
gument that Williams sold 
his house in Columbia in 
June, rented an apartment 
in Boyd County, Ky. where 
his daughter and son-in- 
law live, and announced in 
Adair Circuit Court in July 
that he was in the process 
of relocating to another 
area of the state. 

Harris’ response before 
the Supreme Court seeks 
not only to have the matter 
terminated in his client’s 
favor, he’s also seeking to 
have sanctions imposed 
against Hatter and/or Clay. 

Harris’ response also 
claims that the only reason 
Clay filed the matter was to 
harass Williams. 

“Further, it is believed 
that this continued appeal 
is meant to harass the Re¬ 
spondent (Williams), and 
to call into question his au¬ 
thority as Commonwealth 
Attorney,” Harris states. 

By law, if the court deter¬ 
mines that Hatter’s lawsuit 
and appeals were frivolous, 
then the Court could im¬ 
pose appropriate sanctions 
against Hatter and Clay, 
ordering that Harris’s court 
expenses and “reasonable 
attorney fees” be paid.

Kentucky sees commitment from emergency workers every day 


They may wear a variety of 
uniforms and have different ar¬ 
eas of expertise, but one qual¬ 
ity binds all first responders 
— They’re the ones who im¬ 
mediately mn toward an emer¬ 
gency when the first impulse is 
to mn away. 

Their invaluable contribu¬ 
tions have been highlighted in 
recent weeks in the aftermath 
of the Boston bombings, the 
ricin-poisoned letters in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., and Mississippi 
and the explosion at a Texas 
fertilizer plant. 

Kentuckians see that same 
level of commitment from our 
emergency workers every day, 
and it especially shines when 
we face such catastrophes as 
the historic winter storm from 
several years ago or the tor¬ 
nadoes that ripped through 
sections of Eastern Kentucky 
early last year. Overall, the 
commonwealth has ‘weath¬ 
ered’ 11 presidentially declared 
disasters since 2008. 

It takes a lot of training to be 
ready to act at a moment’s no¬ 
tice. Fortunately, this is an area 
where Kentucky excels. 

Eastern Kentucky Univer¬ 
sity, for example, has been edu¬ 
cating first responders for near¬ 
ly 50 years, and the number of 
those with careers in homeland 



security who take classes there 
measures in the thousands ev¬ 
ery semester. The news pro¬ 
gram “60 Minutes” recently 
underscored the quality of the 
school’s professors when it 
cited one as one of the top five 
fire experts in the country dur¬ 
ing its story on a controversial 
1970 fire in Tucson, AZ. 

Like EKU, the Kentucky 
Community and Technical Col¬ 
lege System (KCTCS) trains 
thousands of first responders 
each year as well, as do the 
Kentucky Board of Emergency 
Medical Services and the Ken¬ 
tucky Division of Emergency 
Management. 

The Kentucky Office of 
Homeland Security, mean¬ 
while, plays a cmcial role in 
tying all of this expertise to¬ 
gether so that the various agen¬ 
cies can work seamlessly when 
the need arises. That includes 
working with the nation’s only 
state-level mobile data network 
that all local first responders 
can access for free and helping 


mn the Kentucky Intelligence 
Fusion Center, which was 
formed in 2005 to share critical 
information tied to criminal or 
terroristic activity. Contributing 
agencies range from Kentucky 
State Police and the Kentucky 
Transportation Cabinet to the 
FBI and the U.S. Secret Ser¬ 
vice. 

You can help, by the way, 
if you are aware of any suspi¬ 
cious activity. The number for 
the center’s anonymous tip line 
is 1 -866-EYE-ON-KY. 

The Kentucky Office of 
Homeland Security is also in¬ 
volved in coordinating training 
exercises. In the last year, our 
state and local agencies have 
looked at how best to evacuate 
the University of Kentucky’s 
Commonwealth Stadium in an 
emergency and how to handle 
a nuclear threat in Louisville. 

As first responders know all 
too well, their job of keeping 
us safe puts them at consider¬ 
able risk. To honor this ulti¬ 
mate sacrifice, there are state¬ 
wide memorials for our fallen 
police officers and firefighters, 
with the first having more than 
500 names and the second hav¬ 
ing more than 180. 

Our country also sets aside 
time to honor many who serve. 
Our public-safety dispatch¬ 


ers were recognized earlier 
this month; the second week 
of May is known as National 
Police Week; National EMS 
Week is the following week; 
and the National Fallen Fire¬ 
fighters Memorial Weekend 
will be Oct. 5-6th. In Ken¬ 
tucky, Sept. 11th is “9/11 First 
Responders Day.” 

This year, the General As¬ 
sembly adopted several laws 
designed with our first re¬ 
sponders in mind. One of those 
will make it easier for those 
who received firefighter or 
EMT/paramedic training in the 
military to use that experience 
when applying for those jobs at 
home, while another toughens 
the penalties for those who are 
convicted of manslaughter or 


reckless homicide in cases tied 
to the death of working police 
officers or firefighters. This 
will make sure the defendants 
serve an appropriate sentence 
for their actions. 

We also extended qualifying 
death benefits to university po¬ 
lice officers and strengthened 
school-safety plans, so that first 
responders will be much bet¬ 
ter informed in those instances 
when there is an emergency on 
school grounds. 

Last year, the General As¬ 
sembly created the Kentucky 
Blue Alert System, so the pub¬ 
lic will be more aware when a 
peace officer has been killed or 
wounded and the offender has 
not been caught. We also made 
it easier for our communities 


to work with first responders 
in other states in the event of a 
major catastrophe. 

We can never fully re-pay 
our first responders for all they 
do for us, but we are forever 
grateful for the security they 
provide day and night. Our 
way of life would not be pos¬ 
sible without them.

Man speaks to rescuers' 
families after mystery solved 

HARDIN COUNTY (Elizabeth¬ 
town) — After 46 years of mystery about 
two men who helped save his life when 
he was a boy, Kevin Boyd learned their 
identities and spoke to their survivors the 
day his story appeared. Boyd, of Wichita, 
Kan., described in The News-Enterprise 
an incident that could have killed him the 
weekend of July 4,1967, and his search to 
find at least one of the men who jumped 
into action to help him. 

Boyd, who formerly lived in Elizabeth¬ 
town and Radcliff, said he was swimming 
and jumping into the water at a common 
family camp site near Rough River when 
the operator of a motor boat reversed and 
lost control. Then an 11-year-old, Boyd 
was sliced by the blades, chopping away 
muscle and bone. He needed about 200 
stitches. Immediately after the incident, 
a Hardin County man mshed to apply a 
tourniquet to Boyd’s arm and apply pres¬ 
sure to gashes on his back. He rode with 
Boyd in the back of a station wagon to a 
nearby hospital. 

The day the story ran in The News- 
Enterprise, Boyd received a call from 
the daughter of the man who drove the 
vehicle, Charles Ray. The woman re¬ 
membered her father talking about him 
and his friend, Bobby Stiles, responding 
to an emergency like the one described. 
Both men are dead. At the time, Ray and 
his wife, Verna, lived near Rineyville 
and Stiles and his wife, Linda, lived in 
Radcliff. Boyd said the woman gave him 
contact information for Stiles’ wife of 
45 years. Boyd said he and Linda Stiles 
shared memories of the event, which she 
observed while camping with her hus¬ 
band. 

He also expressed gratitude for what 
her husband did. “Several times, I had 
goosebumps that it happened so quickly,” 
he said. 

Measures would provide 
$2.5M for Rupp Arena complex 

FAYETTE COUNTY (Lexington) 

— Lexington’s Urban County Council 
is expected to approve two measures 
that would allow Lexington to receive 
$2.5 million in state money to begin the 
planning and design phase of the Rupp 
Arena complex. The General Assembly 
appropriated $2.5 million in 2012 for the 
Lexington Downtown Redevelopment 
project, which includes Rupp Arena and a 
new convention center. The funds would 
come in two annual installments of $1.25 
million, which the city will match, said 
Kevin Atkins, the city’s chief develop¬ 
ment officer. 

Frank Butler, project director for the 
Rupp district project, gave council an up¬ 
date this week. He said work has started 
in earnest with three consulting firms do¬ 
ing preliminary work. Architects and a 
project manager are expected to be hired 
by early June. 

At that point, “We’ll be full-blown, 
moving the project ahead,” he said.

K9 units sniff out pot, gun 
on Crittenden Co. campus 

CRITTENDEN COUNTY (Marion) 

—An unannounced search of the Critten¬ 
den County High School parking lot led 
to criminal charges against five students. 

According to a news release from 
Crittenden County Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Rachel Yarbrough, four stu¬ 
dents were charged by local law enforce¬ 
ment with possession of marijuana and/ 
or drug paraphernalia. A fifth student was 
charged with possession of an unlawful 
weapon on school property. That person, 
a 17-year-old male, has been charged 
with a felony. The four drug charges filed 
against the other students are misdemean¬ 
ors. 

Discovery of the contraband was made 
during a sweep of vehicles in the parking 
lot by a trained dog with K9 Resources, a 
drug and weapons investigative firm that 
commonly contracts with school systems 
and businesses. 

Marion Police Chief Ray O’Neal said 
the drugs found were very small quanti¬ 
ties, most likely for personal use. The 
gun, a .22-caliber hunting rifle with am¬ 
munition, was confiscated as evidence for 
future court proceedings. 

O’Neal said he did not believe the gun 
was intended for any purpose other than 
hunting, but commented that it was still 
a serious violation of Kentucky law and 
school district policy. 

Murray man readies for 
another attempt at record 

CALLOWAY COUNTY (Murray) — 

It is getting to be a habit for Tung Dinh. 
Having set several Guinness World Re¬ 
cords for physical fitness challenges, the 
longtime Murray martial arts instructor 
will be attempting yet another. This time, 
though, his attempt at the record book 
will be quite more personal. He will at¬ 
tempt to set a new 24-hour pull up record 
on the 38th anniversary of the end of the 
war in his native Vietnam, which resulted 
in him coming to the United States, while 
honoring the memory of his father, Giao 
Cong Dinh, who died in December. 

“I think this will be a good tribute,” 
Dinh said as he prepared for his pull-up 
record. “The record stands at 4,022 right 
now. I’m going to try for 4,100.” 

Dinh’s own abilities to rise to a chal¬ 
lenge should also give him strength for 
this test. In 2000, he ran 100 miles in 24 
hours. In 2005, he completed more than 
30,000 consecutive sit-ups in 30 hours. 
Then in 2010, he completed 35,425 sit- 
ups in 35 hours. 

“I’ve done 2,000 pull-ups in eight hours, 
so I’m crossing my fingers that I can get it 
done,” said Dinh, noting one more cause 
he hopes to bring to the forefront. “I am 
attempting to break another world record 
now to make a point and draw attention 
to my cause, helping our wounded U.S. 
veterans,” said Dinh. “Even more impor¬ 
tant, I want to show how grateful I am 
for my family’s freedom in the U.S. and 
to all those who are still fighting for our 
freedom today.”

Take steps to prevent osteoporosis

Osteoporosis, which causes 
bones to become delicate and 
more prone to fracture, is a 
disease affecting millions of 
people eveiy day. Osteopo¬ 
rosis may occur without an 
individual experiencing any 
symptoms of bone mass loss. 
Often, a person may find out 
they have the disease when 
they develop a fracture or 
their normal height decreases 
by several inches. 

An estimated 10 million 
Americans, most of whom are 
women, have osteoporosis, as 
projected by the National Os¬ 
teoporosis Foundation. Osteo¬ 
porosis causes more than 1.5 
million fractures each year, 
and these fractures are typi¬ 
cally located in the hip, spine, 
and wrist. Osteopenia, which 
results in low bone mass that 
increases a person’s risk for 
osteoporosis, affects 18 mil¬ 
lion Americans. 

Many types of people are 
at risk for osteoporosis. Those 
who are slender and have a 
small frame or women with 
an abnormal lack of men¬ 
strual periods have a possibil¬ 
ity of developing this disease. 
Women who have experi¬ 
enced menopause, includ¬ 
ing women who have had a 
hysterectomy in their early

30s, are at risk as well. Other 
risk factors for osteoporosis 
include an inactive lifestyle, 
a diet lacking in calcium, eat¬ 
ing disorders such as anorexia 
nervosa or bulimia, cigarette 
smoking, and overconsump¬ 
tion of alcohol. 

In order to reduce the risk 
of developing this disease, 
individuals can make healthy 
bone behavior choices in then- 
everyday lives. Some of these 
choices include: 

• Avoiding smoking 

• Participating in weight¬ 
bearing exercise, like walk¬ 
ingjogging, or stair-climbing 

• Receiving regular bone 
density tests 

• Taking daily or weekly 
medications as appropriate 

• Ingesting ample amounts 
of calcium and vitamin D 


in your daily diet (1,000 to 
1,2000 mg for adult men and 
women) 

With the intention of pre¬ 
dicting a person’s likelihood 
of fracturing in the future, 
bone density tests should be 
performed in order to help 
detect osteoporosis before 
a fracture occurs. Ephraim 
McDowell Regional Medi¬ 
cal Center in Danville offers 
bone density tests. To decide 
if a bone density test is right 
for you, please consult your 
health care provider.

Liberty Vigilante Committee 


Originally published 
Jan. 24, 1963 issue of The 
Casey County News. 

By this time the word 
has made its rounds even 
in adjoining towns about 
Fiberty’s Vigilante Com¬ 
mittee, which is composed 
of around 64 deputized 
merchants who have been 
assisting officers in break¬ 
ing up the robberies of 
stores and business places. 

They went to work 
about Dec. 15, and are 
still working. They work 
three shifts a night, which 
means a new crew every 
four hours driving a dif¬ 
ferent car. It has upset the 
rogues considerably, par¬ 
ticularly when word was 
passed around that instruc¬ 
tions were given to shoot if 
there is trouble. 

County and city judges, 
county and city attorneys, 
and all officers are behind 
the vigilante committee.

INSPECTION PERIOD 

FOR THE PR0PERTYTAX ASSESSMENT ROLL 

The Casey County real property tax roll will be opened for inspection from May 6 
through May 20, 2013. Under the supervision of the property valuation 
administrator or one of the deputies, any person may inspect the tax roll. 

This is the January 1, 2013, assessment on which state, county and school 
taxes for 2013 will be due about December 31,2013. 

The tax roll is in the office of the property valuation administrator at 161 
Courthouse Square and may be inspected between the hours 8:00 a.m. and 4:00 
p.m. 

Any taxpayer desiring to appeal an assessment on real property made by the 
PVA must first request a conference with the PVA or a designated deputy. The 
conference may be held prior to or during the inspection period. 

Any taxpayer still aggrieved by an assessment on real property, after the 
conference with the PVA or designated deputy, may appeal to the county board of 
assessment appeals. 

The taxpayer can appeal his assessment by filing in person or sending a letter 
or other written petition stating the reasons for appeal, identifying the property and 
stating the taxpayer’s opinion of the fair cash value of the property. 

The appeal must be filed with the county clerk’s office no later than one work 
day following the conclusion of the inspection period. 

A taxpayer failing to appeal to the county board of assessment appeals, or 
failing to appear before the board, either in person or by designated 
representative, will not be eligible to appeal directly to the Kentucky Board of Tax 
Appeals. 

Appeals of personal property assessments shall not be made to the county 
board of assessment appeals. Personal property taxpayers shall be served notice 
under the provisions of KRS 132.450(4) and shall have the protest and appeal 
rights granted under the provisions of KRS 131.110. 

The following steps should be taken when a taxpayer does not agree with the 
assessed value of personal property as determined by the property valuation 
administrator. 

(1) He must list under protest (for certification) what he believes to be the fair 
cash value of his property. 

(2) He must file a written protest directly with the Department of Revenue, 
Office of Property Valuation within 30 days from the date of the notice of 
assessment. 

(3) This protest must be in accordance with KRS 131.110. 

(4) The final decision of the Department of Revenue may be appealed to the 
Kentucky Board of Tax Appeals.

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Ruth Salyers charged with intimidating officer

An Elk Horn woman cur¬ 
rently facing charges alleg¬ 
ing she hindered a murder 
investigation has been arrest¬ 
ed and charged with intimi¬ 
dating a judicial officer. 

Ruth Salyers, 58, of 12764 
Liberty Road, was arrested 
Friday, April 19, at 11:15 
a.m. at the Taylor County Ju¬ 
dicial Center. 

According to her arrest 
warrant, law enforcement 
officials overheard Salyers 


making threatening state¬ 
ments during a phone call 
she had on April 16 with 
her husband, David, who is 
incarcerated in the Casey 
County Detention Center 
and facing a murder charge. 

Records state that Salyers 
told her husband about a ju¬ 
venile court proceeding and 
discussed someone involved 
with the case. 

Salyers allegedly told her 
husband that if she caught 
the woman on the street, 
she was going to “pop” her. 
She also allegedly attempted 


to intimidate the woman by 
glaring at her during court 
proceedings. 

Records state that Salyers 
allegedly called the woman 
several times and stated that 
she will pay for a decision 
made in the case. 

The woman, according to 
court records, fears for her 
safety. 

Salyers was charged with 
intimidating a judicial offi¬ 
cer, which is a Class D felo¬ 
ny punishable by as much as 
five years in prison. 

She pleaded not guilty to 


the charge in Taylor District 
Court on April 19. 

Bond was set at 10 per¬ 
cent of $5,000 and she was 
ordered to not have contact 
with the woman, her family 
members or home. She is 
scheduled to appear in court 
again Wednesday, May 22. 

Salyers was charged last 
year with hindering pros¬ 
ecution and tampering with 
physical evidence stemming 
from the murder of Adair 
County resident Wendall 
“Gleason” Pyles, who was 
killed last Sept. 26 while 


working at Tarter Gate Co. 
in Dunnville. 

Salyers’ husband is 
charged with complicity 
in the murder and William 
“Bobby” Rigdon and Antho¬ 
ny L. Byrd are charged with 
committing the murder. Der¬ 
ek Salyers, Ruth and David 
Salyers’ son, is also charged 
with hindering prosecution 
and tampering with physical 
evidence. Rigdon also faces 
a tampering with physical 
evidence charge. 

According to the indict¬ 
ments, David Salyers and 


Rigdon are accused of de¬ 
stroying a vehicle believed 
to be evidence. Ruth Salyers 
allegedly concealed a gun 
believed to be evidence. 

Derek Salyers and Ruth 
Salyers also allegedly hin¬ 
dered the apprehension of 
someone they knew was be¬ 
ing accused of committing 
murder. 

Ruth Salyers is scheduled 
to appear in court again on 
her hindering prosecution 
and tampering with physical 
evidence charges on July 23. 


Casey Cattlemen's Association hears about abnormalities in beef

Beef producers should 
take precautions that will 
tend to make their cattle 
yield quality cuts of beef that 
are more marketable, said 
Dr. Gregg Rentfrow, Profes¬ 
sor of Meat Science at the 
University of Kentucky. 

Rentfrow spoke to mem¬ 
bers of the Casey County 
Cattlemen’s Association at 
their monthly meeting at the 
Pork Producers Building on 
April 23. 

Before Rentfrow’s pre¬ 
sentation, Jeff Loveless, 
Manager of Lake Cumber¬ 
land Livestock Market in 
Somerset, treated members 
to a rib-eye steak supper. Af¬ 
ter the meal, he spoke about 
market trends and answered 
questions. 

Rentfrow’s presentation, 
“Abnormalities in Meat,” 
was designed to help beef 
producers examine condi¬ 
tions that could affect how 
much quality meat is har¬ 
vested from the animal. 

Chief among these con¬ 
ditions is where producers 
give shots in the cow. 

“Shots should be given in 
the front of the shoulder, up 
into the neck. If not, it will 


make pus pockets and you’ll 
lose meat around the shot 
blemish,” Rentfrow said. 
And that ultimately costs the 
producer and the retail beef 
industry money. 

And his one hard and fast 
rule on shots? 

“No injections in the 
rump,” he said. 

Rentfrow said that in 
1910, total muscle protein 
consumption in the United 
States was 117 pounds. In 
2011, it had climbed to 205 
pounds per person. 

However, for beef, the av¬ 


erage consumption has de¬ 
clined since the industry be¬ 
gan tracking it in the 1970s. 

“A person ate an average 
of 80 pounds of beef in 1970 
and that is down to less than 
60 pounds today,” he said. 
By comparison, Ameri¬ 
cans ate an average of 29 
pounds of chicken in 1970, 
compared to more than 70 
pounds today. Consumers 
are looking for a cheaper 
protein,” Rentfrow said. 

According to Rentfrow, 
beef color is the main quality 
characteristic that consumers 


use when purchasing beef at 
their local grocery store. 

“Their looking for that 
cherry-red color,” he said, 
adding that 25 percent of all 
beef cuts are discounted or 
discarded at the retail level 
because of a less than desir¬ 
able color. 

As to what causes the 
meat to lose its color, Rent¬ 
frow said that poor sanita¬ 
tion and packaging on the 
part of meat cutters can 
have an effect. 

But for the cattle produc¬ 
er, the way a live animal is 


handled can also have a det¬ 
rimental effect on the quality 
of meat that comes from the 
cow. 

“Stress, such as poor han¬ 
dling, weather, being around 
unfamiliar animals, and their 
temperament and environ¬ 
ment, can affect cattle,” he 
said. 

If a beef cow becomes 
stressed, it can turn the meat 
dark, called Dark Cutters, 
which is beef that’s dark, 
firm, and dry. 

“This is meat that’s des¬ 


tined for a place where con¬ 
sumers can’t see the meat 
before it’s cooked,” he said. 
Rentfrow was quick to add 
that the taste of the meat 
isn’t affected. 

The UK professor also 
addressed methods farm¬ 
ers can use to lessen the ef¬ 
fects of stress on their beef 
cattle including improved 
handling, improved chute 
design, controlling shadows, 
and limiting hot shots with a 
cattle prod.

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When it comes to attend¬ 
ing sporting events there 
are a number of experi¬ 
ences that all-around sports 
fans would want to have 
on their bucket list. Trips 
to the World Series or the 
Super Bowl are probably 
two of the tops, with maybe 
the Stanley Cup or even a 
World Cup thrown in for 
good measure. The ex¬ 
citement for each of those 
might be worth shelling out 
a small fortune but only if 
your team was getting to 
play. 

Individual sports, on the 
other hand, tend to draw a 
crowd that is there for the 
experience rather than the 
home team. For instance, 
the Masters would be a 
beautiful sight to see no 
matter who made the field 
and, by default, anyone 
who loves the ocean would 
welcome a chance to attend 
a World Champion surf 
competition in any number 
of tropical locales. 

But without any pro 
teams in Kentucky, the 
nearest ocean almost 10 
hours away, and the Masters 
being one of the toughest 
and most expensive tickets 
in all of sport, you would 
think our choices for bucket 
list events around here were 
pretty slim,but you’d be 
wrong. Two of the most 
prestigious and longest run¬ 
ning sporting events in the 
world are held right here in 
our back yard. 

Horse Power 

The Kentucky Derby has 
been around since 1875 
when it was attended by 
about 10,000 people. For 
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comparison, last year’s 
Derby had a record-setting 
attendance of more than 
165,000. Known as “the 
greatest two minutes in 
sports,” the Derby is all 
about the horse and the 
pomp and circumstance 
more than any individual 
jockey or owner. Even in 
an area built on the horse 
industry, this year’s horse is 
not likely to be remembered 
more than a few years un¬ 
less they become the next 
Man O’ War, Sir Barton, 
or Citation and get a street 
named after them in Lex¬ 
ington. 

All across the Bluegrass, 
parties are being planned, 
and backyards are being 
spruced up in preparation of 
Derby Day festivities. Bar¬ 
becue’s will be fired up this 
weekend and Derby pies 
will cool on window sills, 
while friends and neighbors 
who have never been within 
lasso’s reach of a horse will 
get together, pull a number 
from a hat, and cheer on 
their favorite for less time 
than it takes to pop a bag of 
microwave popcorn. 

But for those who are ac¬ 
tually at the Derby, the par¬ 
ty will start at day break and 
run through the night. Even 
at this late date tickets are 
still available and, for the 
most part, easy to get. Forty 
bucks will get you to the in¬ 
field where the real party is, 
and for a few hundred you 


can rub elbows with the 
folks in the suits and giant 
hats up in the grandstands. 

Many a mint julep will be 
downed and many a small 
(or maybe large) wager will 
be placed in hopes of hitting 
the trifecta or that long shot 
no one expects to be there 
in the end. It will all be over 
before you know it, and ev¬ 
eryone will trudge home. In 
a week or maybe three, the 
chances of a triple-crown 
winner will be dashed, and 
most of us will go back 
to not knowing one horse 
from another for another 11 
months. 

Horsepower 

Of course, for some peo¬ 
ple, two minutes isn’t much 
of a race, and 20-some hors¬ 
es leave a bit to be desired 
in the power department. 
For you, a quick trip up 1-65 


and you will find the India¬ 
napolis Motor Speedway 
and “the greatest spectacle 
in racing” with more horse¬ 
power than you can shake a 
stick shift at. The Indy 500, 
with 33 cars in the field, and 
each generating more than 
650 horsepower, you are 
talking some major muscle. 
At 1,565-pounds, an Indy- 
Car Series car generates 
5,000 pounds of down force 
at 220 mph, enough to ac¬ 
tually allow the car to run 
upside down if that speed is 
maintained. 

Indy is a few decades 
younger than the Derby but 
is celebrating its 97th run¬ 
ning this year, having only 
missed a few years due to 
World Wars I and II since 
its inaugural race in 1911. 
And when it comes to atten¬ 
dance, the 500 dwarfs any 


single day event (and most 
multiple day ones as well) 
with its typical attendance 
in excess of a quarter of a 
million fans. 

Where the Derby has 
iconic names like Secre¬ 
tariat and Seattle Slew, 
Indy has its own legends 
with names like Foyt, Un- 
ser, and Mears. Affirmed 
in 1978 was the last of 11 
horses to ever win the tri¬ 
ple-crown (Derby, Preak- 
ness, and Belmont), and in 
1991 Rick Mears became 
only the third driver to win 
a fourth Indy 500. Helio 
Castroneves, who won his 
first during his rookie year 
(2001), followed it up with 
wins in 2002 and 2009, and 
currently holds the series 
points lead and hopes to 
join the ranks of four-time 
winners before the month 
is out. 

For the city of Indianapo¬ 
lis, the 500 is not just a one 
day or even a one weekend 
event. It kicks off Derby 
weekend with the 500 Fes¬ 
tival mini-marathon, the 
nation’s largest half mara¬ 
thon, one that includes a lap 
around the 2.5 mile track for 
all participants. And, unlike 
most auto racing events, the 
practice and qualifications 
for the 500 are drawn out. 
The track opens for practice 
on May 11 this year with 
nearly 40 teams working 
to make the field of 33 with 
qualifications taking place 
on Pole Day, May 18, fol¬ 
lowed by Bump Day on the 
May 19. 

Liberty resident Bill Mar¬ 
vel saw his first Indianapo¬ 
lis 500 in 1941 at the age of 
10 after asking his parents

where all those cars lined 
up outside their home on 
the west side of Indianapo¬ 
lis were going. He would 
have to wait until 1946 to 
see his next race after the 
attack on Pearl Harbor re¬ 
sulted in the cancellation 
of racing for four years; he 
has not missed one since 
making a run that continues 
nearly seven decades later. 

When asked in a Casey 
County News poll whether 
they’d pick a free ticket to 
the Derby or the 500 the 
results were fairly split; 30 
Facebook votes were split 
14-14, (with two for nei¬ 
ther) and the regular web¬ 
site only brought in three 
votes — 2-1 for the Derby. 
Michael Goode chose the 
Derby having attended the 
500 on several occasions, 
and Lydia Yaden picked the 
Derby as well, hoping for 
an excuse to buy and wear 
a fancy hat. 

Time is running out to 
get those Derby tickets and 
the hat selection is probably 
getting pretty thin by now 
as well, but there is still time 
to plan a run to Indy. Tick¬ 
ets for practice and qualifi¬ 
cation days are $10 and $15 
at the gate, respectively, and 
there are still race day tick¬ 
ets available directly from 
IMS. Infield tickets run $30, 
or you can have a seat in the 
stands for less than $100. 
Another great thing about 
Indianapolis is they allow 
licensed ticket resellers 
(scalpers) around the track, 
so even if you don’t have 
a ticket come race morn¬ 
ing, you can still head to the 
track knowing you will get 
a seat.

Casey’s runners, jump¬ 
ers and throwers saw more 
strides of improvement last 
week and are now amid their 
final week of competition 
prior to the regional meet on 
May 11. 

“We still have work to do, 
there’s no doubt about that, 
but we have everybody we 
need in the right positions,” 
said Coach Matt Willoughby.

The team competed in two 
meets last week \ an all-com¬ 
er meet at Pulaski County on 
Tuesday and the Boyle Coun¬ 
ty Invitational on Friday. 

While the girls’ did get 
third place as a team at Boyle 
County, the coach said per¬ 
formances were not up to par 
and several athletes could not 
compete after participating in 
senior skip day. 

“They were distracted,” 
Willoughby said, comment¬ 
ing that the high school 


prom was the next day. “We 
finished a lot better than I 
thought we would because 
we were not doing as good as 
we normally compete.” 

Girls 

Lakken Miller was Casey’s 
top performer at Boyle and 
Pulaski. 

She captured two second 
place finishes at Boyle \ the 
400-meter dash and high 
jump. She also earned fifth in 
the 200-meter dash and ran a 
leg of Casey’s 4x100-meter 
relay team, which finished 
fifth. 

Miller is consistently doing 
well in her individual events. 
She was also second in the 
400 meter and high jump at 
Pulaski County. 

Shelby Stringer, Kelli Wil¬ 
son and Tiara Cochran join 
Miller in the quarter mile 
relay at both meets. Their 
Boyle County fifth place per¬ 
formance was far from their 
best. The team ran over a sec¬ 
ond faster, 54.0, at Pulaski to 
earn second. 
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Tiara Cochran competes in both the 
100-meter and 300-meter hurdle 
events for the Casey County track 
and field team. She recently placed 
third in both events at an all-comers 
meet at Pulaski County. 


Stringer matched her per¬ 
sonal best, lO’O”, in the pole 
vault at Pulaski County and 
won the event, but finished 
second at Boyle with a height 
of 8’0”. Nicole Nagy is add¬ 


ing pole vault points consis¬ 
tently as well. She finished 
third at both meets last week. 

Nagy also earned points at 
both meets in the triple jump, 
finishing fourth at Boyle and 
fifth at Pulaski, Despite plac¬ 
ing higher at Boyle, Nagy’s 
better jump of 28’11” came 
at Pulaski. 

Abby Meece broke 100’ in 
the discus at Pulaski County, 
102’9”, for second place, and 
also earned second at Boyle 
despite throwing several feet 
shy of her best. She also took 
fifth in the shot put at Boyle. 

The teams hurdlers con¬ 
tinue to score points. At Pu¬ 
laski, Cochran posted a time 
of 52.7 in the 300-meter hur¬ 
dles, earning third, and 18.1 
for third place in the 100-me- 
ter event. Cochran was fourth 
in the 100-meter event at 
Boyle while teammate Jadri- 
an Couch earned sixth in the 
300-meter race. 

Casey’s lone distance run¬ 
ner, Kelsey Arthur, is con¬ 
sistently earning points. She 
was third in the two mile at 


Pulaski and took fourth and 
fifth in the two mile and mile 
at Boyle. 

Boys 

Casey’s lone first place 
at Pulaski County came in a 
tie on the track’s fastest relay 
event. The Rebels’ 4x100- 
meter relay team, consisting 
of Collin Miller, Alex Bolin, 
Micah Smith and Zach Scott, 
tied Pulaski’s sprint team with 
a time of 46.2. 

“They did really well. I 
kept telling them if we ever 
get things close to right we’ll 
be pretty competitive,” said 
Willoughby. “That wasn’t 
a perfect run by far, though. 
There are things we can do to 
make that (time) better.” 

Willoughby said the team 
has a chance to advance to 
the state competition if they 
get their handoffs and per¬ 
formances right at region. He 
also hopes to have a competi¬ 
tive 4x400-meter relay team 
at region. 

John Shoaf, who would 
likely lead the quarter mile 


relay team, continues to drop 
his time in the open 400-me- 
ter event. Shoaf did not com¬ 
pete at Boyle but ran 53.9 at 
Pulaski for third place. He 
was fourth in the half mile. 

Bolin was fourth in the 
200-meter at Pulaski but was 
also absent from competition 
at Friday’s invitational. 

Smith achieved his person¬ 
al best in the high jump at Pu¬ 
laski County, clearing 6’2”. 
He took second place in the 
event when an opponent also 
cleared the same height but 
had fewer scratches. He won 
the event at Boyle County, 
clearing 6’0 “ 

Smith’s pole vault per¬ 
formances continue to soar, 
earning first at both meets 
last week. He earned a sec¬ 
ond gold at Boyle by clearing 
12’0” in the vault and cleared 
11’6” at Pulaski. 

The teams traveled to 
Rockcastle County yesterday 
and will compete in the Cen¬ 
tral Kentucky Classic Friday, 
closing out their regular sea¬ 
son competition.
